Sunday School Lesson

Scripture: 
Matthew 
22:36-39; 


Mark 12:28-34} Luke 16J2S-37 • 
BY WILLIAM e. OILROY,'U.o. 
From the story of ancient Israel, 
ending with the Israelites in Egypt, 
and the restoration of Joseph to 
his father, Jacob, we turn now lo 
a series of lessons in the fourth 
quarter of the year on the general 
theme, The Christian and His Re- 
lationships. First of these lessons 
is on The Christian Way of Life. 


No lessons could be more needed 
at the present time. We have seen 
the conclusion of a long and terri- 
ble war, in which, in the sheer 
business of preserving our very 
lives and liberties, we have been 
forced to stop aggression by the use 
of violence in opposing and con- 
quering violent men. The atomic 
bomb has emphasized 
as never 
before the horror of war, and the 
cleavage between the destructive- 
ness of war and the life and teach- 
ing of Jesus. He said He had 
come, not to destroy men's lives, 
but to have them; to give life, 
and to give it more abundantly. 


This is not the place to discuss 
the vexed issues belween pacifism 
and military service. Most of us 
believe that violent men, out to 
destroy all we hold dear, forced 
us lo use violence to defeat vio- 
lence. We never believed in war; 
we never took up weapons, or 
made air raids willingly, 


re fighlini Our boasl 
was lhat we were fighling for dem- 
ocracy and liberty, We wanted to 
restore a world in which 
men 


could practice religion- and bro- 
therhood. 


Now, 
in time of victory, comes 
the supreme test. Do we realty 
believe in the Chrislian way of 
life for which we have been fight- 
ing? How closely and truly arc 
we going to follow it, now that 
freedom to- follow it is restored? 


The law said papers must 
be' 
placed in the hands of the recipi- 
ent, so Jones tucked them,under, 
the infant's arm. He said it was 
one of the toughest jobs of his law 
enforcement career. 


to destroy us; but now, with nor- 
mal health restored, shall we find 
and keep the highest things to 
which man can commit his whole 
heart and soul? 


The Christian way of life is de- 


fined, in Matthew, Mark, and Luke, 
'explicitly, and in the whole New 
Ttcslamont generally, in the two 
great commandments of love to 
God and love to man; to love 
God with all the .heart and soul 
and mind and strength, and to love 
one's neighbor as one's self, it 
ought to be noted that: this is not 
the Christian way. .along;, it is in 
the highest teaching, of ;Judaism, 
as one may see -by' turning to 
Deuteronomy: 6;. and the Shema, 
the verses from that chapter con- 
taining the great 
commandment, 
were a part of the worship in 
the synagogue every Sabbath, 
Jesus did not invent these com- 
mandments, or the Christian way 
of life. He asked His questioner 
what was written in the law, how 
did he read it? And when the ques- 
tioner replied in the words of the 
two commandments, Jesus approv- 
ed. "This do," said He, "and thou 
shall live." He had come, Pie said, 
not to destroy, but to fulfill. 


What Jesus did was to emphasize 
what is written in God's constitu- 
tion of the universe, and in the 
highest life of man. The Christian 
way of life defines something as 
basic as the laws lhal uphold Ihe 
universe. Jesus 
did 
nol make 
Irulh; He asserlcd the truth that 
is in the very nature of God and 
man, and man's relation to God, 
and man's relation to his fellow- 
men. What Jesus did in relation to 
these commandments was to make 
them real and vital. He gave a 
new meaning to Ihe world "neigh- 
bor", 
and emphasized it in the

The child 
used in the last act of "Madame 
Butterfly" to impersonate the baby 
was taken ill during the perform- 
ance.

of my traveling by crawling on lh.c 
floor. In the last act of th.e opera, 


Madame Butterfly sets the child

behind a screen upstage to commit 
hara-kiri and sings the aria, "Pic- 
colo 
Idolo, Addio." This is the 
"punch" of the whole opera, and 
the audience is supposed to be 
filed with deep emotion. Allhough

lind Ihe screen aroused my curi- 
osity. I probably thought some one 
was murdering her and she needed 
help, so I turned my back on the 
footlighls and started to crawl to- 
ward the screen on my hands and 
knees, showing to the audience a 
little pair of white buttocks.

Mother and 
grandmama often 


told me about my first appearance 
on any stage. It happened during 
the year of 1908 in Turni, Italy. 
Mother was singing there in Puc- 
cini's opera in an effort to con- 
dition her voice for heavier roles 
aflcr her long illness. The child 
used in the last act of "Madame 
Butterfly" to impersonate the baby 
was taken ill during the perform- 
ance. 
Grandmams, a hound for 
punishment, 
offered my services 
as a solution to the dilemma. 


I was, of course, to small to 


walk properly $nd used to dp most 
of my traveling by crawling on lh.c 
floor. In the last act of th.e opera, 


Madame Butterfly sets the child 
in Ihe middle of the stage and 
gives him American and Japanese 
flags lo play with, then 
retires 
behind a screen upstage to commit 
hara-kiri and sings the aria, "Pic- 
colo 
Idolo, Addio." This is the 
"punch" of the whole opera, and 
the audience is supposed to be 
filed with deep emotion. Allhough 
used to peculiar noises in theaters, 
.he row mother 
was making be- 
lind Ihe screen aroused my curi- 
osity. I probably thought some one 
was murdering her and she needed 
help, so I turned my back on the 
footlighls and started to crawl to- 
ward the screen on my hands and 
knees, showing to the audience a 
little pair of white buttocks. 


It stopped Ihe show. 
1 was five-and-a-half years old 


when we arrived in Russia.
